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5,973,176}, Frohn et al., {Journal of Organometallic Chemistry, 1998, 568 (1-2), 233- 
240} and Bardin et al. {Journal of Fluorine Chemistry, 60 (2-3), 141-151}. 

A further search of the prior art failed to uncover any reference that taught or 
motivated one of ordinary skill to disclose compounds of general structural formula I as 
claim by applicants.
